ofthe trade in general.-'The colour of tho 
Cassia this season leaves much: to be desired, 
it-being. too dark; the result of careless handliog 
in the prodacing diatrio’s, where the quills aro 
not proporly soraped ; and in most instances the 
weight of the Cassia is fraudulently inoreased 
by moistening it,.
